The period of phenomenal progress 
in good road building throughout the 
United States which has marked the 
past ten years, has worked an unan­ 
ticipated

extremely 
beneficial 
change in American diet. 
For every 
mile of improved highway laid down, 
some farm er has udded to his produc­ 
tion of wholesome green vegetables, 
readily marketable In the nearest city. 
Tills Is the odd and Interesting point 
brought out by Earle Duffy, writer in 
the Farm Journal, who points out that 
good roads are quite as essential to 
the modern farmer as his agricultural 
machinery Itself. 
Change In N o rth Carolina. 
“In North Carolina, for exumple, 
this amazing change has come about 
since the passage of the first $50,000,- 
000 state bond issue for good roads In 
1921,” he points o u t 
“Farms where 
nothing but tobacco was grown for 
decades, are now green with truck 
crops of all kinds. Dairying, too, has 
sprung into prominence, for it has be­ 
come an easy m atter to ship dairy 
products to market by truck.”

Pasturing Sweet Clover 
for Profitable Results 
Best 
results 
in 
pasturing 
sweet 
clover, says J. H. Mcssman, Madison 
county, Neb., can be secured by sow ­ 
ing a field of the legume each spring. 
In that way there will be both one- 
year fields and two-year fields avail­ 
able. 
When seeding sweet clover in 
native pasture land, J. H. says to disk 
the ground as early in the spring as 
possible. 
Also, give a light covering 
of manure to the pasture portions 
which are to receive the clover, says 
a writer in the Farm Journal. 
“Sow sweet clover as early In the 
spring as you can work the ground,” 
says he 
“I prefer corn-stalk ground; 
I give It a light disking, and follow 
with a harrow. 
One cannot get the 
seed-bed too firm for sweet clover.” 
Messmnn says sweet clover is better 
than,native grasses because it remains 
green even when the weather is hot 
and dry. In his locality, he does not 
pasture the crop the first year until 
about the middle of July, and in a 
reasonably good yenr the pasture will 
take care of one head per acre till 
November or hard freezing weather.

Those Who Once Grew Only 
Staples Now Plant Many 
Good Crops. 


The period of phenomenal progress 
In good road building throughout the 
United States which has marked the 
past ten years, has worked an unan­ 
ticipated 
and 
extremely 
beneficial 
change In American diet For every 
mile of improved highway laid down, 
some farmer has added to his produc­ 
tion of wholesome green vegetables, 
readily marketable In the nearest city. 
This Is the odd and Interesting point 
brought out by Earle DuYy, writer In 
the Farm Journal, who points out that 
good roads are quite as essential to 
I the modern farmer as his agricultural 
| machinery Itself. 
Change In North Carolina. 
"In North Carolina, for example, 
jthis amazing change has come about 


j since the passage of the first $50,000,- 


0 0 0 state bond issue for good roads In 
1921,’’ he points out. “Farms where 
j nothing but tobacco was grown for 
decades, are now green with truck 
crops of all kinds. Dairying, too, has 
sprung Into prominence, for It has be­ 
come an easy inattor to ship dairy 


j products to market by truck.” 
The same change has been wrought 
by good roads throughout the country, 
I It Is shown. Farmers who once de­ 
pended 
almost 
entirely 
upon 
one 
stnple 
crop—corn, 
cotton, 
tobacco, 
wheat—are now going in widely for 
vegetables and fruits which would 
have been too perishable to be grown

North Carolina, since 
it made its first forwnrd step In 1921, 
Inis expended $115,000,000 on a system 
of 7.r*it> miles of paved roads. Other 
states are rapidly filling up their un- 
pa ved gups. 
Essential to Farm Ouocesa. 
Farmers who a few years ago op­ 
posed road Improvements or were 
dubious concerning their advintages 
are now conceding that paved high­ 
ways are essential to farm success. 
“Not only individual fanners but 
farming sections are competing fierce­ 
ly with each other today,” says Mr. 
Duffy. “Certainly a rural community 
with 250 miles of smooth pavements, 
such as Fulton county, Georgia, Is 
much trotter fitted to do battle for Its 
share of prosperity than a neighbor­ 
ing county which must do business In 
250 miles of mud.”

Pasturing Sweet Clover 
for Profitable Results 
Rest 
results In 
pasturing sweet 
clover, says J. B. Messman, Madison 
county, Neb., can be secured by sow­ 
ing a field of the legume each spring. 
In that way there will be both one- 
year fields and two-year fields avail­ 
able. When seeding sweet clover In 
native pasture land. J. H. says to disk 
the ground as early In the spring as 
possible. Also, give a light covering 
of manure to the pasture portions 
which are to receive the clover, says 
a writer In the Farm Journal. 
“Sow sweet clever as sarly In the 
spring ss you can work the ground," 
says he. “I prefer corn-stalk ground; 
I give It a light disking, and follow 
with a harrow. One cannot get the 
seed-bed too firm for sweet clover.” 
Messman says sweet clover Is better 
tluinj native grasses because It remains 
green even when the weather Is hot 
and dry. In his locality, he does not 
pasture the crop the first year until 
about the middle of July, and In a 
reasonably good year the paature will 
take care of one head per sere till 
November or hard freezing weather. 
In the second year after planting. 
Messman turns In stock about the mid­ 
dle of July. Then the cattle are taken 
off, so that the sweet clover seed crop 
will mature. Pasturing the crop until 
the middle of July and then clipping 
It prevents excessive growth which 
would prevent the hinder handling It 
easily when harvesting.
